- The naked truth about Lady 
Godiva is that she didn't ride 
nude through the streets of Cov- 
entry, says a report prepared 
for the 900th anniversary of her 
death. 


To help commemorate the 


anniversary, Sept. 9, the Coven- 
try City Council asked Joan 
Lancaster and Dr. Hilda David- 
son to write a book. Miss Lan- 
caster, formerly the city's ar- 
chivist, is now archivist for 
Britain's Commonwealth Rela- 
tions Office. 


"Lady Godiva may have rid- 


den in a beggar's garb on a 
horse without a saddle," she 
says. "But we feel strongly that 
she would not ride around naked 
in the llth century. That sort of 
thing just would not happen." 


She said she has studied an- 


cient documents that say only 
that "Lady Godiva was stripped 
of all signs of her rank— not that 
she was stripped naked, or that 
she stripped." 


Dr. Davidson, a former uni- 


versity 
lecturer, 
observed: 


"The story of the ride has been 
exaggerated until people accept 
that 
she 
did 
ride 
around 


naked." 


Lady Godiva's ride was sup- 


posed to have been in protest 
against cruel taxes laid on the 
people by her husband Leofric. 


"There is no real evidence to 


suggest that any protest took 
place," said Miss Lancaster. "If 
she did ride through the streets 
it is much more likely that she 
was 'stripped* of all signs of 
rank to associate with the com- 
mon people." 


If the two ladies are right, the 


world owes an apology to the 
original Peeping Tom. A Coven- 
try tailor named Tom is sup- 
posed to have been the only cit- 
izen who peeped at her ladyship 
on her ride.

time to finesse. That is when 
you are in a slam contract 
and you are sure to make it, 
provided you take the finesse.

William Faulkner 
Speaks Out on 
Racial Question 


I he newspapers this week pub« 
lished a letter that the late 
William Faulkner, Missis- 


slppl novelist and Noble prize 
winner, wrote to his former Ne- 
gro butler. 


The butler, Paul E. Pollard, 


now living in Massachusetts, had 
worked for Faulkner in 1956 and 
1957, and wrote the novelist for 
a contribution to a civil rights or- 
ganization supposed to have been 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 


Although a world-famous lib- 


eral, Faulkner refused to con- 
tribute, and told his old employe 
why. Equality, wrote Faulkner, 
could never be imposed by force. 
Negroes, he said, "could only 
achieve full equality In Ameri- 
can society through personal con- 
duct and achievement." 


Faulkner's letter was dated 


Feb. 24, 1960 (two years before 
his death) atCharlottesvllle,Va., 
where he was lecturing at the 
University of Virginia. The but- 
ler, Paul E. Pollard, saved the 
letter, but later sold it for $500 
to Charles Hamilton Autographs, 
Inc., of New York - which firm 
made it public through the New 
York Time News Service this 
week. 


Faulkner's observation of the 


racial conflict coincides with a 
still older observation on the dif- 
ference between the white atti- 
tude toward the Negro In the 
North and that in the South. The 
North treats the Negro asarace, 
but the South views the Negro as 
an individual. It Is simply the 
difference between a generality 
and a fact. 


As one 
Northern-born, your 


editor can't help but note the 
paradox In the Northern position. 
Northern whites don't treatother 
whites as a race— they judge them 
as individuals. But they abandon 
this formula^ as to Negroes, and 
treat them as a generality. 


Or did so until Detroit's civil 


war reminded them of the truth 
of the words of William Faulk- 
ner, Southerner of liberal lean- 
Ing and kindly Intent.

"In my view, the clash of reg- 


ular armies could end In Viet- 
nam during this calendar year. 
I expect some sort of settlement 
In 1967 or early 1968," he writes 
in the American Legion maga- 
zine. 


Trager, just back from Viet- 


nam and other points in South- 
east Asia, adds that this would 
not mean an end to conflict. He 
says there could be a settlement 
of sorts with the basic UJS. goal, 
independence for South Viet- 
nam, achieved, but that "we 
will clearly have to stay In 
Southeast Asia In some force- 
both military and civilian-for 
a good long time." 


The U.S. civilian commitment 


to South Vietnam is a long- 
range one to build the economy 
of the country and secure its fu- 
ture as much as possible. The 
military situation, Trager feels, 
would be a complex one. It 
would Involve pacification of the 
Viet 
Cong guerrillas, which 


could take years after the fight- 
ing between regular armies end- 
ed. 


Other Southeast Asia special- 


ists assert the U.S. stand in 
South Vietnam has strengthened 
the will of other nations in the 
area to resist Communist Incur- 
sions. Today, Red China is ex- 
erting formidable pressure on 
virtually all her neighbors to the 
south: India, Burma, Thailand, 
Indonesia and others, Peking 
has picked quarrels with all of 
them, and eventually may have 
succeeded in pushing them to- 
gether in self-defense. 


China's policy, probably dic- 


tated by its internal problems 
attendant upon the purge called 
"the cultural revolution," has 
had a boomerang effect. Na- 
tions which wanted to stay neu- 
tral, such as Burma, have been 
frightened 
by

hostility coming from 
Peking 


and deliberate attempts to inter- 
fere in Internal affairs. China's 
attitude, indeed, can strengthen 
the unity of other Asians in such 
enterprises as the Association of 
Southeast Asia. 


These nations are interested 


in some sort of Asian solution to 
Vietnam, possibly within the 
framework of the 1954 Geneva 
accord but arrived at this 
time on Asian soil.
